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Former Detroit Lion Jason Hanson talks sports, leadership and life at Boyne City High School

BOYNE CITY — Boyne City 
High School, with the help of the 
Walloon Lake Community 
Church along with area spon- 
sors, welcomed former NFL star 
and Detroit Lions kicker Jason 
Hanson to the Boyne auditorium 
on January 18. 

The former All-Pro took a few 
hours to talk to area athletes, 
parents and coaches about foot- 
ball, athletics, leadership, grow- 
ing up on the west coast and life 
in general. 

Hanson, drafted in 1992 by the 
Lions out of Washington State 
University, played 21 years for the 
team, experienced some highs, as 
well as many lows over the 
course of his career. He talked 
about a few of the athletes he got 
to share the field with and during 
his time in the NFL, how he set 
eight NFL records, including 
2,150 total points, 495 field goals, 
which include 52 from 50 yards or 
more. Hanson was also the first 
player to play in 300 games with 
one franchise, finally calling ita 
career with 327. 

The 43-year old Hanson talked 
about how he was primarily a 
soccer player as a youth, which 
was in the spring out west, open- 
ing the fall season for him to kick

for his high school team, thus ul- 
timately earning a spot on the 
WSU roster before his two plus 
decade professional career took 
off. 

“Tt was truly an awesome ride 
to be able to play professional 
sports that long,” Hanson said. “I 
played with great players like 
Barry Sanders, Calvin Johnson, 
who is one of the greatest ath- 
letes on the planet right now.” 

When he touched on how diffi- 
cult it was to lose, he addressed 
that all the players and coaches 
care, and when they don’t do 
well, they are disappointed. 

“Sports are more about the 
people I played with, once its 
over, we miss the locker room, we 
miss the friendships.” 

Moving onto a subject that can 
be addressed in everyday life as 
well as any athletic field, Hanson 
talked about being a leader and 
what it means. 

“Everyone has a chance to be- 
come a leader,” he said. “Not all 
heroes are leaders and not all 
leaders are heroes.” “Leaders are 
consistent everyday, they are the 
product of hard work and char- 
acter that happens everyday,” 

He also touched on playing 
with integrity, honesty, diligence, 
being humble and having disci- 
pline.

Hanson brought up (Calvin) 
Johnson again when he men- 
tioned being humble. “Calvin is 
one of the greatest athletes in the 
world, but he’s super humble,” he 
said.

Following his speech, Hanson 
took questions from the audi- 
ence, which included many ques- 
tions about his football playing 
days and mental approach to the 
game when things were on the 
line. 

“Usually when I was kicking 
well, I would go numb,” he said. 
“Tn the NFL we would always say, 
trust my training and my rou- 
tine.” “If I was making 95 per- 
cent of them in practice, I felt 
that there was no reason it 
shouldn’t go in.” 

He also kept it humorous, and 
when asked who was his favorite 
player, Hanson responded, “My 
holder was my favorite player, 
and every kick I missed, it was 
his fault.” 

Hanson also touched on how 
the game has changed since his 
career began, and how they NFL 
is moving in a direction to keep 
the players as safe as possible, 
and was thankful that he was 
able to walk away from the game 
on his own terms without a sig- 
nificant injury.

You do, but make sure you know your options 


During the real estate 
transaction (especially if 
youre a first-time buyer), 
youre hit with so many 
foreign terms, fees and re- 
quirements your head 
spins. One of those 
strange and unfamiliar 
costs is title insurance. In 
most cases, borrowers 
have no option—either you 
get title insurance (among 
other requirements) or 
you don’t get a loan. 

The lender says you 
need it, you want the loan 
to go though, so you buy 
title insurance. Great. So 
what is title insurance? 

When you buy a home 
you want to make sure 
that the people selling it 
actually have full and legal 
title.

at the property office may 
be official, but they may 
also be wrong. It’s also pos- 
sible that the person who 
does the title search can 
make a mistake and also 
that important informa- 
tion may simply not be 
recorded. 

For instance, maybe a 
bill against the property 
was not recorded or some 
taxes were not been paid. 
Or, suppose that 40 years 
ago the property you want 
to purchase was owned by 
Smith. Let’s also imagine 
that Smith was a bigamist 
with an extra spouse. Will 
this matter show up on the 
local property records? 
Not likely. Does the addi- 
tional Smith spouse have 
an ownership claim 
against the property? That 
may only be clear after a 
lot of legal wrangling— 
and if you lose, you could 
lose the house.

There may be other odd 
and bizarre claims as well. 
Was an owner an alco- 
holic? Insane? A drug 
user? Is there a contractor 
with a claim against the 
property? Such issues can 
“cloud” titles and neither 
lenders nor owners want 
clouds. 

One form of title insur- 
ance, “lenders” coverage, 
is designed to protect (who 
else?) your lender in case 
of title problems. 
“Lenders” coverage is re- 
quired and generally pro- 
vides protection up to the 
original mortgage 
amount—if you buy a 
home for $300,000 and get a 
$250,000 mortgage, then 
$250,000 is as much cover- 
age as you can get witha 
lender’s policy. If there’s a 
claim, the title insurer will 
fight on your behalf and if 
there’s a claim the policy 
will pay off the loan if nec- 
essary. This is good news

for you because you won’t 
owe the lender a dime if 
you lose in court. 

But there are also some 
options. 

For instance, you can 
also get “owners” cover- 
age. This will protect your 
equity—that $50,000 in the 
example above not covered 
by the lender’s policy. And 
you can often get an “infla- 
tion rider” with an 
owner’s policy—as the 
value of your home goes 
up, so does the value of 
your title coverage. 

While title insurance is 
required by virtually all 
lenders, there is one big 
exception: Loans made in 
Iowa. In Iowa, the state 
says that attorneys and 
others who do title work 
must participate in a title 
guarantee program. If 
there’s a title error, the 
state fund provides cover- 
age.
